ANCIENT GRAVES “AT JERUSALEM, 

Soma interesting archreological dis- 
coveries have been made recontly by o 
party of French savants engaged In ex- 
tensive excavations at J erusalem, on the 
south-eastern slope of the temple hill—-! 
the Ophel of Scripture: A number of 
very early tambs containing pottery were 
diseovered, but unfortunatey only » few 
of the graves -were sufficiently well pre- 
served to enable their exact age to be 
determined. Judging from the frag- 
monts of pottery and other objects which 
were found they appear ‘to date from 
about 3,000 HE.C.—2,000, Somo of the 
fragments resemble the elasa of ware dis- 
covered by Schlieman at Hissarlik (Troy) 
and other places in Asia Minor, whilst 
somo show. traces of archaic Greek in- 
fluence. There were also found some 
broken figurea of Ashtareth, the Cananit- 
ish form of the Babylonian .goddesa 
{shatar, but no inscriptions either in 
Babylenian or Phoenician wore brought 
to light. :

Firms unable, owing to the high price | 
of material and the increase in’ wages, 
to put up- quotations for their manufac- ' 
tures, have found it imperative, to meet | 
the insurance drain, to insist upon 
longer hours of labour, and.also to rid 
themselves of hands who, through partial 
disablement or disability of age, cannot. 
do their fair share of able-bodied work. | 
In some shops it has for many years been: 
tho custom in times of slackness to keep 
the men: going wherever possible; but 
sentiment, under the compulsory tax, has 
had to give place to exigency, and work- . 
men are. discharged “if orders fall off. 
The Act, consequently, haa partially 
abolished the short-time system; and iu 
another direction it has inflicted hard- 
ship, for employers can DO longer afford 
to pay wages during holidays or periods 
of sickness. As the benefits from the Act, 
such oa they are, do not come into prac- 
tice for six months, there is much dis- 
content id every. branch of industry. 
Workmen are generally averse from the 
weekly docking of their wages for pro- 
spoctive blessings, nor are they eager to 
eomply. with the irritating conditions of 
the insurance millennium. | .

STANDARDIZING PIPE COLOURS. 


‘he multiplication of pipes in fac- 
tories and other establiechments is a source 
of much confusion and. may result in 

{serious mistakes. By a new German’ 
plan, which is moeting with much ap- 
proval, such pipes are painted with dis- 
‘tinguishing colours.‘ It is propossd to 
use green for water pipes, yellow for gas, 
blue for air, white for steam, black for 
itar, rose for lye, brown for oil, grey for 
vacuum, and rose with red streaks: for 
acids. Stripes on the pipes may add fur- 
ther information, Red stripes, for in- 
stance, may indicate danger, black would 
jetand for impurity, white for the pre- 
jfenee of some steam, and green for the 
presenco of water, Arrows may point 
out the direction of flow of liquids in the 
pipes. The same colours can be used in 
inaking drawings, and each colour would 
soun become . generally recognized: as 
meaning always tho same thing.

MALAY STATES AND THE BRITISH 

COLONIAL BYSTEM., : 


There in no topic of public interest to 
which residents in the Federated Malay 
States respond in moro seusitive fashion, 
Temarks the Malay Mail, than the oft- 
suggested absorption of the country into 
the British colonial system, ‘To a man 
they are opposed to such a scheme, and 
it Is therefore not at all surprising that 
any steps which display the least likeli- 
hood of tending in that direction are 
viewed with tha keenost suspicion. ‘They 


“ure, in our opinion, justified in taking 


up that position, as an historical re- 
trospect will show. Of recent yéars tho- 
tendency has been to oxact and extend 
the autocratic powers of the Governor of 
the Straits Settlements aa High Commis- 
sioner of the V.M.S., at tha expense of 
the local officials in Malaya, The post 
of Resident-General waa abolished, and in 
its. place we received an official whose 
rather cumbrous title ig Chief Secretary 
to Government, who ranks above all the 
British Residents of the four States, but 
really acts merely az the channel’ of com- 


‘munication between the F.M 8, and the 


Uigh Commissioner, who is himself but 


. the mouth-piece of the Permanent Under 
j Secretary of State for the Colouies, sit- 


ting in’ London, Yet the F.MLS., are in
